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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Group 1 : Figure 1 , A Container wherein the chamber is provided with an 
activating member, claims 1-6, 8-11, 13-14, 16-20. 

Group 2: Figure 3, A Container wherein the upper housing part comprises a 
cylindrical wall with a screw thread and a cap comprising complementary screw thread, 
claim 7. 

Group 3: Figures 4-5, A Container comprising a dispensing line wherein the drink 
dispensing opening is located at a distance from the center line of the chamber, claims 
12, 15. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
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all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are 
generic: 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Group 1 discloses a container that has an activating member to facilitate dispensing, 
while Group 2 discloses an adjustable pressure regulator for the container while Group 
3 discloses a rotatable drink opening that is intentionally not centered about the center 
line.

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention").

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WHEN CLAIMS ARE DIRECTED TO MULTIPLE CATEGORIES OF 

INVENTIONS 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(b), a national stage application containing claims to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the 
claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out 
the said process; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said 
process. 

Otherwise, unity of invention might not be present. See 37 CFR 1 .475(c).
